there will be a shortage of 
clessrooms in the Wilmington 
Public Schools, if the in- 
crease continues at the pres- 
ent rate, Superintendent of 
Schools John gollins told the 
Wilmington School Committee 
last week, at the regular 
school committee meeting. 
Class room needs are expanding 
at a rate of about six rooms 
per yeer, and apparantly will 
continue to do so in the for- 
seeable future, he said. 
Collins told the committee 
that very careful considera- 
tion would have to be given to 
the site for the new school 
being planned after the one 
off Glen Road is started. 
‘rven though the town has now 
bought land in North Wilming- 
ton, it doesn’t necessarily 
follow that the best site to 
build in 1959 will be there’ 
he said, ‘It could very well 
be in another part of town - 
it could be that we will have 
to build a new Junior High 
School, in the central portion 
of Wilmington. It is something 
that should be very carefully 
investigated, for a mistake 
would not be something that 
could be glossed over light- 
ly’. 

Collins recommended the re- 
tention of a permanent Addi- 
tional School Accomodations 
Committee, by the Town of 
Wilmington,

In other words the town 
was Republican two to one. This yeer hy the 
same rule there were 2000 plus Republicans to 
1800 plus Democrats. The ratio has changed, and 
now there are nine Republicans to eight Bemo- 
crats. 

On the liquor stand there has heen no change. 
Four years ago and this year the percentages 
are just about the same - against barrooms, and 
for liquor stores, which is the way we think it 
should be. 

The locel race for State Representative had in 
teresting asnects this year.

Until Wilmington had its new gymna- 
sium built, last year, the high school basket- 
ball team had been doing all of its practice on 
out of town courts, and playing all its games 
out of town. 

Now Tewksbury would like to use the Wilmington 
gym, for its team, starting this winter. They 
have asked to use the gym, for, practice three 
times a week, between the hours of 5 and 7 pm, 
and to play their home games in Wilmington. 
Wilmington used the Tewksbury gym in 1945-7, 
so turn around is fair play. It is somewhat 
doubtful if the Tewksbury home games will be 
played here though, for there will be conflict, 
with the Wilmington schedule. Tewksbury has 
been asked to do what Wilmington dad under the 
same circumstances-that is, have no home games. 
The Town of Tewksbury in the midst of a school 
crisis, has been forced not only to convert 
their high school gym into classrooms, but to 
have double classes there.

A mentally deficient, 


but 
trainable child, daughter of 
Wilmington parents wil] be ad- 
mitted to a class in the Wake- 
field Public Schools. The Com- 
mittee approved a cost of $600 
a year, half of which will be 
reimbursed by the Commonweal th 
The laws of the Commonweal th 
are such that if five such 
children reside in a community 
a special class shall be had 
for them. 
The child will be transported 
to and from the Wakefield 
school by her mother, and part 
of the cost of transportation 
is also reimbursable. 

Religious Meeting 
A request for the use of the 
Herbert C Berrows Audit orium 
for the use of a youth rally, 
sponsored by a Wilmington 
Church, was denied, as others 
had been previously. Cited was 
an opinion of the Town Counsel 
that school property could not 
be used for any sectarian re- 
ligious exercises. 

Lowell General 

Approved was a plan submitted 
by the Director of Guidence of 
the Public Schools whereby 
girls who qualified could par- 
ticipate in a Nursing Educa- 
tion Program, at the Lowell 
General Hospital, on Saturdays 
from 8 mm to 5 pr. There would 
be a $5 fee for uniforms, and 
the girls would have to pro- 


vide their own transportation. 

Dependency Pay 

Approved was a schedule 
whereby 21 teachers would re- 
ceive Dependency Pay, sterting 
with the current payroll. $100 
a year was to be paid for the 
first dependent of the indivi- 
dual teachers, and $50 a year 
for others.
